every  examination. 

Seventeen  bacteriological  examination  re|)orts  on  samples  of 
water  were  received  from  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  during  the 
year,  two  of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASE. 

3  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  com¬ 
pared  with  2  in  1955.  1  case  was  removed  to  hospital. 

8  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  77  in  1-955. 

2  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  year, 
also  2  cases  of  Food  Poisoning. 

Free  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  provided  for  any 
pre-school  or  school-child  and  is  performed  at  the  Clinic  by  the 
Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers  or  by  the  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  in  their  Surgeries.  During  1956,  104  pre-school  and  17 
school-children  completed  a  full  course  of  primary  immunisation 
with  two  injections  of  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid.  In  addition, 
304  children  were  given  a  secondary  or  re-inforcing  injection. 
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104  pre-8ciiool  children  and  2  school  children  were  immunised 
against  Whooping  Cough  with  Whooping  Cough  V accine  only  or  a 
combined  (Diphtheria-Pertussis  or  Dijilitheria-Tetanus-Pertussis) 
type  of  prophylactic. 

No  preliminary  and  no  post-Schick  tests  were  undertaken. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  and  habits  in  the  District 
remains  high.
